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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-18, 20-24 and 26-30 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Components C) and D) are seen to overlap in scope with one another. 
One compound can fall within the scope of each claimed component. As such, it 
is unclear as to how many ingredients are in the composition.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 
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6. Claims 1-18, 20-24 and 26-30 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in tlie alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over 
Takigawa et al. US 5,026,496. 

7. The claimed polyolefin are shown at column 1 lines 60+. The acrylate 
copolymers shown at column 2 lines 33+ read upon the claimed "dispersing 
component." Component (D) in this patent is seen to fall within the scope of both 
C) and D) as claimed. The patent further calls for component E). This is a 
vehicle or medium for the composition disclosed. This is seen to read upon 
components C) and D) as claimed as well. The patent fails to describe the 
composition as a "dispersion." The claimed "dispersion" is presumed to be met 
by this disclosure given that the components are the same as those claimed and 
they are used in the same relative amounts, see the examples. Rejections under 
35 use 102/103 are appropriate when the claimed components are shown in the 
art and all limitations are met but for a property or function. In the instant case, it 
is reasonable to presume that the art anticipates or renders obvious the claimed 
dispersion. It is further reasonable to presume that the polymeric component 
described as Component (B) functions as a dispersing compound because these 
are the same polymeric components claimed. It is further maintained that the 
acrylate graft polymers described herein are recognized to function as polymeric 
dispersants.
